“DESPITE THE BURGEONING 
PUBLIC SUPPORT for sustain- 
able and energy-efficient design, 
actual progress is still slow in 
coming,” says BSA president 
James Batchelor FAIA. 

As the guest speaker this 
month in “Exploring Design,” 
the BSA lecture series at the 
Boston Public Library, Batchelor 
shares some examples of sus- 
tainable and energy-efficient 
design to shed light on the gap 


between our aspirations and 
buildings’ often-disappointing 
performance results. 
“With mayors, governors and 
a president now offering politi- 
cal support at a level rarely seen 
before, it is a crucial time to 
understand how our collective 
moral resolve and greater roles 
for design and science can make 
a difference,” explains Batchelor. 
In addition to serving as 
the BSA’s 2009 president, 
Batchelor is the president of 
the Somerville architecture 
firm Arrowstreet, which has 
a long history of leadership in 
sustainable design. Arrowstreet 
recently was named one of the 
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top U.S. firms for green design 
by Architect magazine and has 
received numerous awards 
for its design of the Artists 
for Humanity EpiCenter—the 
first Platinum LEED-rated 


building in Boston—including 
being named among the 
AIA Committee on the 
Environment's “Top Ten Green 
Buildings” in the United States 
and one of “Boston’s Top 10 
Buildings in the 21st Century” 
by Architectural Record.

and Letters, a Chrysler Award 
for Innovation in Design and 
an honorary fellowship in 

the Royal Institute of British 
Architects.

Working together to survive the slowdown 


ACCORDING TO A STORY in the January 23 is- 
sue of The Boston Globe, in the ever-worsening 
Massachusetts economy, the construction indus- 
try has been hit hardest. “With both housing and 
commercial real estate slumping, construction 
firms have cut more than 11,000 jobs, or 8.5 per- 
cent of employment over the past year,” reported 
The Globe. “In comparison, overall state employ- 
ment has declined a little more than 1 percent, or 
about 44,000 jobs.” 

Despite the discouraging news, BSA members 
and allies are taking a proactive approach to the 
slowdown, launching a number of new programs 
and services designed to help keep our careers, 
profession and communities moving forward.

The BSA has organized a diverse series of free and 
low-cost training sessions focused on increasing 
participants’ technical and practice skills and 
providing information on new career options.

Finding opportunity in adversity 

Nonprofits and community groups with the need 
to improve their physical environment have tradi- 
tionally struggled to hire professional services and 


now have even fewer resources. Architects and 
other designers have a long history of supporting 
critical community projects—and unemployed 
professionals who seek these opportunities not 
only remain engaged but also build their skills 
and network while helping improve their com- 
munities.

The Massachusetts legislature recognized this 
last summer when it passed legislation requir- 
ing that the Board of Building Regulations and 
Standards adopt the latest national model-energy 
code within one year of its adoption at the na- 
tional level. The intent was to ensure that we have 
the most up-to-date energy-efficiency require- 
ments available. 

The same rationale can extend to the building 
code, the mechanical code, the plumbing code and 
the fire code. With that in mind, the BSA Codes 
Committee seeks ideas and collaborations to 
bring such a plan to fruition.
